Examiner's Amendment

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

Regarding claim 6, the prior art of record does not teach that the step of forming 
scale factors comprises the steps of forming an error signal using the pilot channel 
despread values and traffic channel despread values and computing a scale factor 
based on the error signal. 

Regarding claim 28, the prior art of record does not teach an error signal 
generator that is responsive to the pilot channel despread values and the traffic channel 
despread values. 

Regarding claims 34 and 35, the prior art of record does not teach that the step 
of forming scale factors comprises the steps of estimating the power of a pilot channel, 
estimating the power of a traffic channel, dividing the estimated power of the traffic 
channel by the estimated power on the pilot channel to produce a power ratio, and 
obtaining a square root of the power ratio to produce the scale factor. 

Regarding claims 36 and 37, the prior art of record does not teach that the 
means for forming scale factors comprises the means for estimating the power of a pilot 
channel, means for estimating the power of a traffic channel, means for dividing the 
estimated power of the traffic channel by the estimated power on the pilot channel to 
produce a power ratio, and means for obtaining a square root of the power ratio to 
produce the scale factor. 

Regarding claims 38 and 39, the prior art of record does not teach that the scale 
factor estimator comprises the a pilot channel power estimator, a traffic channel power 
estimator, a divider that is responsive to the pilot channel power estimator and to the

traffic channel power estimator, and a square root calculator that is responsive to the 
divider.
